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Cover:  Besides  commemorating  liberation 
from  Egypt,  Pesah  was  originally  a  spring 
festival.  The  second  day  of  Passover  began  the 
ritual  of  the  omer,  the  daily  offering  of  a  sheaf 
of  barley,  the  earliest  of  the  cereal  crops.  The 
celebration  of  the  spring  grain  harvest  ended 
50  days  later  with  Shavuot. 

Shavuot  featured  offerings  of  bread  made  from 
the  new  wheat  crop  to  express  gratitude  to 
God  for  the  harvest,  and  offerings  of  bikkurim, 
the  choicest  first  fruits.  After  the  destruction 
of  the  Second  Temple,  the  sacrificial  offerings 
and  the  bikkurim  ceremony  were  abolished, 
and  Shavuot  took  on  a  new  theme  -  the 
commemoration  of  the  giving  of  the  Torah  on 
Mount  Sinai. 


My  grandfather  talks  about 
the  “learning  and  teaching 
culture”  of  our  family.  I 
think  he  wants  our  family  to  be  a 
setting  where  everyone  teaches  what 
they  know  and 
learns  from  one 
another  regardless 
of  age  or  traditional 
hierarchical  roles.  I 
also  think  he  means 
that  one  should 
always  be  engaged  in 
education,  whether 
you  are  on  the 
learning  or  the  teaching  side  of  things 
at  any  given  moment.  “Who  is  wise?” 
the  Mishnah  asks.  “Someone  who 
learns  from  every  person.”  The  wise 
person  is  constantly  learning  from 
everyone  and  everything.  No  matter 
the  source  or  situation,  there  is  always 
an  opportunity  for  learning. 

This  lesson  of  lifelong  learning  is 
equally  important  to  a  community. 
According  to  Gerson  Cohen,  a  former 
chancellor  of  JTS,  there  has  been 
an  institution  of  Jewish  learning 
at  the  heart  of  every  great  Jewish 
community.  With  our  new  Lifelong 
Learning  Center  opening  in  the  fall, 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  will  hopefully 
continue  in  that  great  tradition  as 
a  center  for  learning  for  all.  We 
will  also  expand  the  experience  of 
learning  beyond  the  walls  (even  the 
beautiful  newly  renovated  walls)  of  our 
synagogue  and  into  our  homes,  offices, 
and  hangouts.  In  his  depictions  of  life 
in  the  old  country,  Rabbi  Abraham 
Joshua  Heschel  highlights  the  little 
beit  midrash,  the  study  hall,  that 
each  guild  had  in  its  headquarters. 
There  was  a  little  study  hall  for  the 
woodcutters  on  break  and  another  for 
the  taxi-drivers  in  between  routes,  and 


so  on.  Learning,  specifically  Jewish 
learning,  permeated  the  daily  life  of 
those  Jews. 

We  at  PAS  can  also  create  a  world 
that  is  permeated  with  Torah.  We  can 
work  to  build  a  community  that  is  rich 
in  knowledge  of  our  textual  past  and 
that  regards  the  accumulated  wisdom 
of  our  people  as  something  to  reach 
for  when  considering  life  decisions. 
What  if  everyone  in  our  community 
took  time  daily  to  learn  something 
new  from  the  Jewish  canon?  What 
would  that  look  like,  and  how  would 
it  change  the  nature  of  our  lives?  We 
are  already  exploring  this  process. 

In  February  our  chairman  Art  Penn 
offered  a  portal  of  entry  to  our  young 
adults  by  hosting  a  conversation 
about  Judaism  in  business.  Some 
congregants  have  brought  learning 
into  their  offices  and  homes  through 
formal  classes  and  informal  study 
group  gatherings.  These  programs 
can  be  multiplied  until  everyone  has  a 
regular  opportunity  for  deep  learning. 

Deep  learning  should  be  available  no 
matter  where  you  are  or  what  your 
prior  experience  is  with  Jewish  study. 
We  will  be  setting  up  satellite  learning 
opportunities  beginning  in  the  fall,  but 
in  the  meantime,  let’s  take  advantage 
of  the  summer  to  boost  our  learning. 
We  can  all  add  something:  read  a 
Jewish  book,  watch  a  Jewish  show, 
or  listen  to  a  Jewish  podcast.  If  you 
need  recommendations  or  want  to  talk 
about  what  you  are  learning,  call  us! 
We  are  here  for  you  and  with  you  in 
the  learning  and  teaching  culture  of 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue.

ince  our  last  update  to  the  PAS  community  in 
September,  there  has  been  tremendous  progress  at 
our  new  Lifelong  Learning  Center  on  89th  Street 
between  Madison  and  Fifth  Avenues.  We  are  thrilled  to 
be  on  track  for  our  new  doors  to  open  before  the  High 
Holidays. 

The  Lifelong  Learning  Center  will  provide  our  community 
with  approximately  12,000  square  feet  of  new  space.  The 
Center  wall  be  used  throughout  the  day  and  evening  to  wel¬ 
come  young  families,  children,  teens,  20s  and  30s,  young 
couples  and  adult  learners.  It  will  provide  classroom,  meet¬ 
ing,  activity  and  worship  space  that  is  warm  and  welcoming, 
as  well  as  state-of-the-art  in  terms  of  technology.  Judaica 
wall  be  showcased  throughout  the  building  to  create  an 
inspiring  and  exciting  environment. 

As  you  can  imagine,  creating  a  new  building  from  the  inside 
out  involves  progressing  through  many  detailed  stages  of 
construction  -  from  design  to  implementation.  We  began 
demolition  of  the  interior  last  September,  started  construc¬ 
tion  immediately  after  that,  and  are  now  well  on  our  way  to 
completing  the  project. 


Here  are  some  of  the  latest  construction  milestones: 

•  All  new  floor  slabs  have  been  poured  and  leveled. 

•  Interior  partition  framing,  ceiling  framing,  and  sheetrock 
are  substantially  complete. 

•  The  entire  building  has  been  spray-foam  insulated. 

•  The  main  roof  has  been  completed. 

•  Fagade  panels  on  the  elevator  bulkhead  and  mechanical 
equipment  room  have  been  partially  installed. 

•  Glass  partitions  that  will  be  inserted  around  the  main 
staircase  have  arrived. 

•  New  exterior  window  frames  with  glass  have  been 
installed  throughout. 

•  Plumbing  roughing  is  in  progress  with  HVAC  ductwork 
installed  on  all  floors  and  sprinkler  roughing  underway. 

•  Electrical  and  data  roughing  throughout  the  building  is 
in  process. 

Once  the  Lifelong  Learning  Center  opens  to  the  community, 
we  will  begin  renovating  our  existing  home  at  87th  Street. 
We  still  need  your  support.  If  you  have  not  yet  made  a 
donation  to  the  Capital  Campaign,  please  consider  donating 
today  to  help  us  reach  our  goal  of  100%  participation.

When  you  are  two,  what 
you  can  touch,  see, 
smell,  and  taste 
becomes  real  and 
meaningful  to  you, 
and  what  you  cannot 
is  simply  abstract 
and  elusive.  Hands- 
on  learning  is 
learning  that  sticks 
and  remains  with  you. 


Providing  eyes-on,  hands-on  learning 
is  challenging  when  teaching  young 
children  about  Israel,  a  place  far, 
far  away,  a  place  that  many  of  our 
children  have  not  yet  touched, 
yet  a  place  we  want  them  to  feel  a 
connection  to.  Think  of  the  first  thing 
many  people  do  when  they  arrive  in 
Israel:  they  bend  down  to  the  ground 
and  kiss  the  land.  That  act  symbolizes 
the  ultimate  connection  to  the  land. 
How  do  you  translate  that  feeling  to 
young  children  who  are  miles  away? 


A  group  of  PASECC  parents  have  been 
working  with  me,  PASECC  Assistant 
Director  Malka  Lowenstein,  and  Rabbi 
Savenor  for  the  past  last  three  years 
to  bring  this  feeling  of  connection 
to  Israel  to  our  young  students.  Last 
year,  one  parent  had  an  inspiration 
that  has  proved  to  be  successful 
beyond  our  expectations.  She  found  us 
a  partner  school  in  Israel:  Gan  Aluma, 
on  a  kibbutz  in  the  Western  Galilee. 


Eti  Schustik,  Director  of  Gan  Aluma, 
visited  the  ECC  last  spring,  and 
commented  on  how  learning  takes 
place  in  similar  ways  here  and  at 
her  school,  always  relevant  to  the 
children’s  interests,  always  child- 


centered  and  always  hands-on.  A 
partnership  was  born  that  feels  truly 
“bashert." 

Since  then,  the  children  at  Gan  Aluma 
have  taught  us  Israeli  dances  on  Yom 
HaAtzma’ut  (via  video),  sent  cards  on 
Rosh  Hashanah,  and  made  us  pictures 
of  trees  for  Tu  BiShvat.  And  they’ve 
sent  photos  -  lots  and  lots  of  photos. 

In  turn,  we  have  sent  videos  showing 
how  we  learn  in  the  classroom,  shared 
photos  of  our  rooftop  sukkah  for  them 
to  compare  and  contrast  with  their 
kibbutz  sukkah,  sent  photos  of  our 
sanctuary  where  we  pray,  and  made 
them  friendship  bracelets  to  show  our 
connection  with  them. 

Our  partnership  with  Gan  Aluma  is 
concretizing  the  land  of  Israel  for 
our  children  by  connecting  them  to 
faraway  friends  whose  names  they 
know,  whom  they  recognize  in  photos, 
and  with  whom  they  share  interests 
and  activities.  We  so  look  forward  to 
developing  this  partnership  further 
and  to  continuing  to  learn  about  Israel 
through  our  regular  communication 
with  Gan  Aluma. 

We  are  also  excited  that  the  PAS 
Young  Family  Israel  trip  in  June  will 
include  a  visit  to  Gan  Aluma.  We  will 
bring  them  a  friendship  quilt  that  our 
PASECC  children  are  making  by  hand. 
Hands  reaching  across  the  world.  True 
hands-on  learning.

FORTY  YEARS  AGO  AT  PAS 

Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  and  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Chorale 
Inaugural  Concert  May  19, 1977 


On  the  one-year  anniversary 
of  his  arrival  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue,  Cantor  David 
Lefkowitz  presented  the  Inaugural 
Concert  of  the  PAS  Chorale 
accompanied  by  a  full  symphony 
orchestra  conducted  by  Abraham 
Kaplan.  The  70-member  chorus, 
formed  in  December  1976,  was 
led  by  Mr.  Kaplan,  an  Israeli-born 
conductor-composer  who  was 
Director  of  PAS  Choral  Activities. 
Together  with  four  soloists  and 
the  Chorale,  Cantor  Lefkowitz 
performed  classical  liturgical  works 
and  newly-arranged  compositions 
to  a  capacity  audience  in  the 
synagogue’s  sanctuary.  The  concert 
was  the  third  event  in  a  series  that 
included  “Great  Liturgical  Classics 
Revisited”  (March  12, 1977)  and 
“Highlights  of  Contemporary  Jewish 
Liturgy”  (April  22, 1977).  The  May 
concert  included  compositions  by 
Jacob  Lefkowitz,  Eugene  Cines, 

Max  Janowski,  and  Abraham 
Kaplan,  as  well  as  historic  works  by 
Schubert  and  Handel.  A  highlight 
of  the  program  was  a  choral  version 
of  “Yerushalayim  Shel  Zahav ” 
by  Naomi  Shemer,  which  became 
popular  after  the  Six-Day  War  in 
1967  and  was  performed,  on  this 
occasion,  on  the  tenth  anniversary 
of  the  reunification  of  Jerusalem.

POSTCARD  FROM  CAMP 


Jewish  Campers  Now  - 
Jewish  Adults  Later 


Jewish  camp  is  great  for  many  reasons:  outdoor 
fun,  long-lasting  friendships,  a  lifetime  of 
memories.  A  new  survey  of  Camp  Ramah  alumni 
reveals  another  reason  Jewish  camp  matters  for  the 
community  as  a  whole.  The  survey  showed  that  Ramah 
alumni  have  significantly  higher  rates  of  engagement 
with  Judaism,  Israel,  and  Jewish  institutions  than  a 
comparison  group  of  Conservative  Jews.  Among  the 
Ramah  alumni,  8o%  say  being  Jewish  is  very  important 
to  them,  compared  to  50%  of  the  Conservative  Jews 
surveyed  as  part  of  the  influential  2013  Pew  research 
study.  Ramah  alumni  are  twice  as  likely  to  feel 
connected  to  Israel;  96%  of  them  have  visited.  80%  of 
Ramah  alumni  belong  to  a  synagogue  or  other  Jewish 
religious  group,  while  only  49%  of  Pew’s  Conservative 
Jews  surveyed  do.  And  the  Ramah  alumni  are  much 
more  inclined  to  observe  Jewish  rituals;  they’re  three 
times  as  likely  to  light  Shabbat  candles  and  go  to 
services  weekly.
